The Diet of the Durch Boors, or Husband - Their Diet. 
men, as has been intimated already, is but 
mean; Roots, Herbs, ſowre Milk and Pulſe, 
are a great part of their Food. In Towns che 
People have ſomething better Diet! About 
November every Lear they purchaſe an Ox, or 
more, according to the Largeneſs of the Fami- 
ly, and ſalt up or ſmoak-dry it to eat with 
Bread and Butter and Salad. On Sunday a 
Piece of Salt - Meat is uſually taken out of the 
Powering Tub, which comes every Day to 
Table all the Week long, with ſome other 
little Diſhes of Garden-Stuff, ſowre Milk, Oc. 
which the Peaſants feed on in the Country's 
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Pickled-Herrings, 'Bologia Sauſages,” and other 
ALavoury Diſhes, are much admir d: when they 
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have freſh Fiſh; they generally eat them with 
cil'd Butter upon Choice; and 1 have heard 


ſome of our Countrymen ſay, when they have 
been us d to this kind of Sauce a good while, 


they have really lik d it better than well melted 


Butter. They have ſeveral: other Ways of 
Dreſſing their Fiſh, which a little Uſe may re- 


concile an Engliſh Palate to, but ſeldom uſe An- 


chovies, or any ſavoury Ingredients, tho they 
-admire ſalted Fleſn ſo much. Their Butter 


and Cheeſe is extreamly good, and the con- 
mon People ſeldom: take a Journey without a 
Butter- box in their Pockets: This Box is made 
in the Shape of a Churn, and holds half a Pound 
vor a quarter of a Pound, being ſhut. down cloſe 
with a wooden Lid, the Butter never works 
out.
